A railway line cut by the skillful 
use of heavy boanbs requires at 
least twenty-four hours for repair, 
and in the meantime traffic is held 
up.

well placed bomb near the front 
of a train running at fair speed de­ 
rails the engine and coaches in a 
jumbled mass, effectually 
blocks 
the line until cleared up, and, with 
the scarcity of traveling cranes for 
this purpose, requires many hours 
of effort, the workers all the time 
being exposed to the machine gun 
fire of any 
adventurous 
airplane 
pilot in the vicinity. 
While contact with the retreat­ 
ing enemy is maintained by cavalry 
patrols any large massing of troops 
is visible only to the airman, and 
the higher command depends on 
him for instant warning of any sign 
of an impending counter-attack. 
Close pursuit is

possible 
only' by constant watch, preventing 
the enemy from turning in force 
and piercing the funge of advanc­ 
ing troops, which would enabb* him 
not only to delay the pursuit, but 
to make many prisoners. 
The fact 
that the British and French w'ere 
close on the heels of the enemy 
in the early days of the retreat was 
largely due to the frequent reports 
from the air as to the points evac­ 
uated by the enemy and the direc­ 
tion of retirement.
